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John and Beatrice Lacey: Co-Recipients of the 
Psychological Science Gold Medal Award 


At the meetings of the American Psychological Association in Los Angeles on August 25, 
1986, John and Beatrice Lacey were named co-recipients of the Psychological Science Gold 
Medal Award given by the American Psychological Foundation. The award, limited to persons 
over 65 who reside in North America, includes a gold medallion and a check for $2,000, and 
is given by the American Psychological Foundation in recognition of a “distinguished career 
and long record of scholarly accomplishments in psychological science.” 

The citation inscribed on the plaque accompanying the award reads in part: “From their 
early studies of individual differences in patterns of autonomic response to stressors, to their 
recent research on information processing, the Laceys have insisted on the centrality of the 
organism in the integration of stimulus and response and on the necessity of understanding the 
physiological processes underlying behavior. This broad biobehavioral approach has extended 


their profound and pervasive influence and made psychophysiology central to most of psy- 
chology.”
